Canaries’ Music Lesaona. 
There are a large number of varie­ 
ties of the domestic canary. Many of 
them are bred prim arily for their song, 
and their training makes an interesting 
story. 
The aim is to prodnce males 
with clear, soft, pleasing songs with 
long rolls or trllbc and no attention 1» 
given to other characters, w rites a bird 
raiser. 
These birds are usually non­ 
descript as to color and appearance. 
The young birds when fledged are put 
In rooms with birds noted for their 
soft and flue song, and here, through 
Imitation, they develop their own vocal 
accomplishments. 
Any bird develop­ 
ing harsh notes is removed at that ha 
may not endanger th e vocal success of 
his brothers. 
It Is said that a me­ 
chanical instrum ent known as a "bird 
organ," which produces liquid trilla, 
Is frequently u»ed in training tha birds. 
The musical course fo r a canary covers 
about six m onths’ tuition and practico.

PILLORY DREADED BY ALL 


Ancient Form of Puniahmant That 
Fraquantly Was Mad# Savage if 
Victim Was Unpopular. 


It Is lea* than a century ago since 
the pillory was abolished lu Britain. 
The pillory, as a form of torture wa* 
known all over Europe and, from all 
accounts, it had a larger history in Ger 
many than in this country. 
Its form is, of course, fam iliar to all. 
The culprit, generally a criminal— 
though men were Often put in the pil­ 
lory for political offenses as well—was 
placed on a platform, and his head and 
hands were inclosed in a small wooden 
frame. If public opinion went against 
the culprit, his fate was often a terri­ 
ble one, fo rih e enraged populace beat 
and stoned him. 
> 
, Readers of Resant’s novel, "The Or­ 
ange Girl," will know how this torture 
waa dreaded by all classes of crimí­ 
nala, Occasionally a prominent and in­ 
fluential personality would be sen 
teuced to detention la the pillory, as 
was Io>rd Cochrane, but, fortunately 
for his lordship, the punishment was 
never carried out. Strauge scenes were 
often witnessed at the pillory, as iu 
1739, when tha offender was supplied 
with refreshm ents during his impris­ 
onment, and protected from the w eath­ 
er by means of au umbrella.—London 
Tit-Bits.

Mors Than Half of the 6.000,000 Men 
Employed Bslow Earth's Sur­ 
face Dig Coal. 


The magnitude of tin* mining Indus­ 
try may he grasped when one realizes 
that more than 6,000,000 men are en­ 
gaged in the mines of the world. -Ot 
this number 3.8Ü&UHO ure employed in 
the eoal mine» and 2,200,000 in the 
metal mine». 
In addition, million» 
more are engaged tn allied Industrie* 
dependent directly upon th* mines for 
coal n nd metal, a wording to the En­ 
gineering mid Mining Journal. 
Mining Is one of the hazardous In­ 
dustries employing over 1,000.000 men 
in the United States», In which three 
out of every 1.000 men employed nre 
killed every year by reason at some ac­ 
cident. 
While complete data relating 
to Oou-fatal Injuries are not available, 
reporta to the United States bureau of 
miues for ail Jnetal mines In the 
United States show that about 20Ú 
men per thousand per year are lu 
Jured sufficiently to cause a 1o»h p{ 
time. 
A reduction of 50 per cent in 
the number of mine accidenta would 
mean a saving of 1.500 lives In the 
Unked States «very year.

The 
telephone has the credit of being nn 
entire novelty, yet Robert Hooke two 
liundrtvf nnd odd years ago, wrote! 
“I have by n distended wire propa­ 
gated sound to a very considerable,dis­ 
tance lii-*n Instant, or with as seem­ 
ingly quick a motion as that of light , 
and this not ouly in a straight line, 
or diftfttrt, hut lu one bended In many 
mlgles.” 
Here was the Invention of the tele- 
phone right lu hand, so to speak, only 
Hooke did not follow up the lend. So 
the world had U> wait two centuries foi 
tin* adiyirahle instrument which save- 
so much of Uuiuauity a tUu*> today. 


“CAROLINE WAR” WAS SHORT 


Border Trouble Between United States 
and Canada Threatened for Time, 
However, to Be Seriou*. 


The “Caroline war” was a border 
trouble between the Unitgd States aud 
Canada, In which a few persons were 
killed, but the trouble did not last 
long. 
In 1886-7 there was a strong re­ 
publican spirit rife in parts of lower 
Canada which culminated In Decem­ 
ber, t887, lu an unsuccessful lnsunrce- 
tlort in Torouto. 
The leaders of the 
Insurrection fltd to the United States, 
and one of them, a newspaper man 
named Muckenaie, with 25 or 30 men, 
including a few from the American 
side who had Joined him, seized an Is­ 
land In the Niagara river and set up 
a provisional government. 
Their uavy 
consisted of a steamboat called the 
Caroline, and one dark night while sh« 
was lying on the American side a patty 
of Canadians crossed the river and 
burned the boat, killing several men 
on board of her. 
Th* affair caused great Indignation. 
President Van Duran Issued proclame, 
tlons demanding observance of the nt«-4- 
trality laws. 
Th* Nqw York militia 
w«i called out nnd irniced under com­ 
mand of Gen. Winfield Scott. 
Presi­ 
dent Van Btirhn characterized th# 
burning of the Caroline In American 
water* as “an outrage of a most aggra­ 
vated character” and concluded by ask. 
ing congress for “such appropriations 
as the circumstances In which our 
country la thus Unexpectedly placed re­ 
quire.” 
The affair dragged along a 
few years, hut was finally settled with­ 
out further bloodshed.
